VOLUNTEERS 
SAVE CENTRE 


A COMMUNITY centre used by 
almost 700 people a week can now 
remain open, after a successful ap¬ 
peal in the Banbury Cake for volun¬ 
teers to help run it. 

Peter Goode and Chris Gaynor had 
managed Hanwell Fields Community 
Centre in Rotary Way for nine years, 
but announced in 2013 they would step 
down. 

After two years, no volunteer to run 
the centre had come forward and the 
pair said it would be decided at the an¬ 
nual meeting, on September 14, wheth¬ 
er the facility would have to close. 

But after the Banbury Cake reported 
that the future of the centre was in 
doubt, a group of volunteers came for¬ 
ward to take on the management of the 
centre association. 

Mr Goode, 71, who lives on the Han¬ 
well Fields estate, had said he feared the 
worst if no volunteer was found. 

But after the meeting, he said: “We 
had a very good turnout from people in 
the community. 

“We had hoped for good news after all 
the publicity we had and had encour¬ 
aged parents and users of the centre to 
come to the meeting.” 

About 60 people attended, including 
40 residents from the estate, along with 
Cherwell District Council officers, local 
councillors and other regular users.

A new general management commit¬ 
tee was formed with 11 members, in¬ 
cluding nine residents and two centre 
users. 

The centre’s constitution had to be 
changed to form the new committee, 
as previously people not living on the 
estate were banned from managing 
the centre. 

The new committee is due to meet on 
Tuesday, October 6, for members’ roles 
to be defined. 

Centre owner Cherwell District 
Council leases it to the association. A 
deal was struck with Hanwell Fields 
Primary School last year, so it could 
manage bookings and building main¬ 
tenance. 

Under the lease, the association 
must retain management of the hall, 
including organising staff, charges 
and opening times. 

Mr Goode, who worked at Kraft 
Foods until 10 years ago, has previous¬ 
ly volunteered as a street pastor and in 
a food bank. 

He said: “I have been greatly encour¬ 
aged that people have picked up the 
baton. If we had to close, there would 
be a lot of disappointed people and all 
these organisations who use the cen¬ 


tre would have to find another venue. 

“I’d like to thank the Banbury Cake for 
featuring our plight, as it has helped in 
securing the future operation of the com¬ 
munity centre.” 

Volunteer Jo Trinder, a Hanwell Fields 
resident, joined the committee after 
speaking to Mr Gaynor about the centre. 

She said: “The reason I joined was, 
when living on an estate, you don’t want 
to see these places disappear, as they are 
well used by people round here and bring 
in a lot of business. 

“I don’t use the centre myself, but my 
daughter regularly goes to Scouts there 
and it’s always something I can see out of 
my bedroom window” 

Mr Goode will now take on the posi¬ 
tion of auditor for the centre, while Mr 
Gaynor will become a trustee.

PARENTS made emotional appeals for 
a rethink of proposals to close chil¬ 
dren’s centres during a packed meet¬ 
ing at Oxford’s County Hall. 

Mothers and fathers last week lined 
up to tell councillors their personal 
stories and why the centres - which 
support families of children under five 
- were so important to them. 

It followed a protest outside by about 
100 people. There was applause after 
each speaker and councillors praised 
them afterwards for their courage. 

But senior figures insisted the clo¬ 


sures were the only way to save £6m, as 
part of wider savings of £88m that still 
need to be made by 2018/19. 

The proposals set to be consulted on 
would mean all 44 of Oxfordshire’s 
children’s centres and its seven early 
intervention hubs are replaced with 
eight “family and resource centres”. 

Banbury mother-of-two Jill Huish, a 
leader of the Save Oxfordshire’s Chil¬ 
dren’s Centres campaign, called on 
Prime Minister and Witney MP David 
Cameron to intervene. 

And an online petition, launched last 
week, got almost 2,000 signatures in its 
first few hours. 

Mother-of-one Claire El Mouden, a 
prize-winning Oxford University re¬ 


searcher, tearfully told councillors how 
a children’s centre and the other mums 
she had met there became a vital sup¬ 
port network after she gave birth. 

She said: “I was so stressed and ex¬ 
hausted and felt overwhelming guilt, 
but I left feeling so much lighter.” 

Yan Wong, a governor of Grandpont 
Children’s Centre in Oxford, said the 
council “should be lobbying the gov¬ 
ernment with other councils”. 

Melinda Tilley, county council cabi¬ 
net member for children, education 
and families, said: “It was hard listen¬ 
ing to some of those stories but those 
people are very brave for doing what 
they did and I would urge people to re¬ 
spond to our consultation.” 


HEALTH leaders cannot take 
it on blind faith that changes 
to how community hospitals 
are run are in the best 
interests of patients. 

That was the message from 
the county health overview 
and scrutiny committee in a 
discussion on the future of 14 
intermediate care beds in 
Chipping Norton. 

The county council’s 
cabinet approved a two- 
question consultation over 
the future of the unit when it 
emerged funding for the 
management arrangement 
between Oxford Health 
Foundation Trust and the 
Orders of St John Care Trust 
(OSJCT) will run out in 2016. 

Residents were outraged 
when they were initially 
offered the choice of keeping 
the unit run by the OSJCT or 
losing it altogether. 

However, county leaders 
then agreed to offer the 
choice between the OSJCT or 
having the intermediate care 
provided in patients’ homes. 

But Witney councillor 
Laura Price said health 
leaders had to iron out what 
benefits they expected for 
patients with the options. 

She told the committee: 
“Unless we can be presented 
with something really clear 
about what outcomes you’re 
expecting, then the panel are 
going to struggle to measure 
against that. 

“It’s not appropriate to ask 
us to put complete blind faith 
in the fact clinicians want the 
best for patients.” 

The consultation runs from 
October 5 to December 7 and 
its findings will go to cabinet 
on January 26.

Described as “gentle and 
committed” and a “lover 
of the great outdoors”, he 
died on September 12, after 
a long battle with the blood 
cancer lymphoma. 

A thanksgiving service 
will be held tomorrow at 
2pm, at St Paul’s. 

Mr Coombs had worked 
as a vicar in Banbury for 
nearly 15 years, moving to 
St Paul’s in 2001. He lived 
in the Bretch Hill vicarage 
with his wife of 18 years, 
Annabelle. The couple have 
three children, two girls and 
a boy. 

Mr Coombs, pictured, was 


born on April 3,1966, to Su¬ 
san and Michael. His father 
died several years ago. He 
had one older brother, Rich¬ 
ard, also a vicar. 

He had grown up in Buck¬ 
ingham and went to nearby 
Stowe School, before study¬ 
ing geology at the Univer¬ 


sity of Bristol. On leaving, 
he spent a short time as a 
surveyor before beginning 
ordination training at Dur¬ 
ham University 

He took a post as a curate 
in Edinburgh, then at Da¬ 
genham Parish Church in 
Essex before moving on to 
Banbury. 

Parishioners described 
Mr Coombs as a very gentle, 
loving man who was com¬ 
mitted to preaching about 
Jesus. His passions were 
walking, being outside and 
mountain trekking. 

With a degree in geology, 
he loved being outdoors and 
often did mountain walks, 
notably Cadair Idris in 
Snowdonia.

SIXTH-form students from Banbury 
have returned from a once-in-a-lifetime 
summer trip to India, during which 
they revamped a school in the moun¬ 
tains. 

A total of seven Banbury Academy 
pupils, aged 17 and 18, spent three 
weeks in northern India volunteering 
at a primary school and then attempt¬ 
ing the eight-day Hampta Pass trek in 
the Himalayas mountain range. 

Geography teacher Rebecca Welch¬ 
man was joined by Chris Macey, Sam 
Cross, Kim Spijkers-Shaw, Georgia 
England, India Tyson, Lewis Caiger 
and Hannah Harding. 

Money was raised for the trip by hold¬ 
ing car washes, bag packing sessions 
and fundraising appeals at parents eve¬ 
nings. 

The expedition, during July and Au¬ 
gust, was organised as part of World 
Challenge, which provides opportuni¬ 
ties for student-led expeditions to build 
leadership skills and make young peo¬ 
ple more aware of the world around 
them. 

Miss Harding, 17, said: “The whole 
trip was a really eye-opening experi¬ 
ence. It was really nice to see how other 
cultures live, but it wasn’t at all what I 
expected.” 

Students from the Ruskin Road school 
flew out from Heathrow to Delhi before 
travelling to the mountainous north¬ 
ern town of Patlikuhal to volunteer at 
the Leegan Government School. 

While they were at the school, which 
has 18 pupils, the students donated 
sports equipment, painted a mural on 
the school wall and replaced windows 
which had been damaged. 

The group then climbed the 4,250m 
tall Hampta Pass in Himachal, which 
involved walking for up to six hours 
each day and crossing over a number 
of ice glaciers. 

Miss Harding said: “It was really 
hard work - some people found it more

New approach to tackling male suicide 


PUBS, football grounds, and even comedy 
clubs will be called on to help in a new 
drive tackling male suicide in the county. 

Mental health managers have launched 
a £10,000 awareness campaign to tackle 
the much higher suicide rates seen with 
men than women, often put down to men 
notfeeling able to seek help. 

The most recent figures on suicide in 
Oxfordshire show that 34 men took their 
lives in 2013, but only 10 women. 

Oxfordshire's mental health care 
provider has now decided to get its 
message out to men in pubs, clubs and 
football grounds. 

Oxford Health NHS Foundation Trust, 
which operates the Warneford Hospital 
and co-ordinates mental health 
treatment, has announced it is to join the 
national Campaign Against Living 
Miserably (CALM). 

It intends to target places where a lot of 
men meet, advertise the help available 
and hold events on tackling mental 
illness. 

The lead nurse for suicide prevention, 
Karen Lascalles, said: "What we need to 
understand is how best we can reach our 
male population.

"Nationally and globally, suicides are 
much higher in men. Across the UK the 
average is 78 per cent more than women. 

"Traditionally, this is because men don't 
speak their mind and keep their feelings 
bottled up. In Oxford, we're committed to 


getting the message out in more 
unorthodox ways. 

"We need to go out and target people 
who don't know that there is help." 

Suicide prevention project facilitator 
Matt Williams has begun speaking in 
pubs, music venues and comedy clubs 
about new ways CALM can get its 
message across. 

The 43-year-old said: "We're very much 
in the planning stage of things at the 
moment, but I am very excited by what 
we can do." 

Ideas range from helpline details on 
beermats to people talking about mental 
health services in sports clubs or holding a 
concert highlighting depression. 

Jacky Sadones, whose son Rishi Mullett- 
Sadones committed suicide aged 20 in 
2011, said it was a good idea in principle. 

But the 55-year-old landlady of Jericho's 
Old Bookbinders Ale House said: "I don't 
know whether I can see men discussing 
depression over a pint in a pub, but 
maybe having the advertising might make 
people think when they're away from it."

a row erupted when she 
arrived home in Ban¬ 
bury with Ellam after a 
night out in February. 

She said Ellam, also 
known as John Paul 
Hemming, accused her 
of wanting to sleep with 
other men. She told the 
jury he then attacked 
her, threatening to kill 
her while throttling her. 

But 35-year-old Ellam 
claimed the row was be¬ 
cause he would not add 
her as his girlfriend on 
Facebook and said she 
had made “snide com¬ 
ments” in the taxi home 
to Hardwick Park. 

Ellam said that after 


going to bed, Ms Jones, 
who is no longer his girl¬ 
friend, pulled the covers 
off him and punched 
him in the face, so he 
tried to grab his belong¬ 
ings to flee the house.

Government will pay £300 
pupil premium for families

SCHOOLS across Oxfordshire 
are getting extra Government 
funding to help them take pu¬ 
pils from forces families. 

For the first time, the Govern¬ 
ment has extended the schools’ 
£300 service pupil premium to in¬ 
clude those who have been service 
children at any period during the 
previous four years. 

Some 1,589 service children al¬ 
ready entitle their schools to the 
funding, because their parents are 
serving in the forces. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
was unable to say how many extra 
children would be entitled to the 
grant under the new system and 
announced it would reassess the 
total number of service pupils in 
January 

Five Acres Primary School in 
Ambrosden this term took in 80 
new pupils from Army families, 
after a move of troops from Ger¬ 
many. 

Headteacher Darrell Wood said 
there were a total of 100 newcom¬ 
ers, boosting numbers from 220 to 
330, following the move of 1 Logis¬ 
tic Support Regiment from Guter- 
sloh.

Mr Wood said: “In March, I was 
flown out by the Army to the camp 
in Germany, so I could meet a big

Crime commissioner critical of Government’s 
idea to combine fire and police chiefs position

PROPOSALS that could see 
the chief fire officer running 
Thames Valley Police have 
been criticised by the Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC). 

The Home Office has begun a 
consultation over a joined-up ap¬ 
proach between the three emer¬ 
gency services. 

The plans mean the commis¬ 
sioner would oversee both the 
police and fire service and the 
chief constable - also in charge 
of both - could come from either 
service. 

Thames Valley PCC Anthony 


Stansfeld said: “I am all for more 
co-operation between the emer¬ 
gency services, but we are quite 
some way from that. 

“Unless it is mandated by cen¬ 
tral government, and unless the 
fire service are keen to do it, it 
won’t happen. I have no intense 
desire to be in charge of the fire 
service.” 

The Home Office’s plans would 
put a single chief officer in 
charge of both services. 

This officer would act as a 
chief constable, but the position 
would be open to senior police 
and fire officers. 

Mr Stansfeld said: “The role of 
a chief constable requires vast 
experience of the police force 
from the bottom to the top. 


“You don’t want a fire officer in 
charge of a complex murder or 
anti-terrorism and at the same 
time you don’t want a police of¬ 
ficer dealing with a major fire.” 

Since Christmas last year, the 
county fire and rescue service 
has been assisting South Central 
Ambulance Service with medi¬ 
cal emergencies and is reim¬ 
bursed for its work. 

This year, all three services 
signed a memorandum to share 
buildings and offices. Mr Stans¬ 
feld said there were other ways 
to save money, such as this. 

The public consultation runs 
until October 23.

IN 1988, Beaches, starring Bette 
Midler and Barbara Hershey, 
was the weepie du jour for a 
generation of women, 
hankering for a bittersweet 
portrait of steadfast sisterly 
solidarity 

Bottom lips still quiver, more 
than 25 years later, to the first 
notes of Midler’s soaring ballad, 
Wind Beneath My Wings. 

It’s been a long wait, but 
actress Morwenna Banks 
provides 21st-century gal pals 
with their own sobathon as the 
screenwriter of this 
occasionally foul-mouthed 
comedy drama, set in the 
shadow of breast cancer. 

There are tears aplenty in 
Catherine Hardwicke’s film, 
predominantly shed by lead 
actresses Toni Collette and 
Drew Barrymore as they rage 
against a cruel disease that 
affects one in eight women in 
the UK. 

There is humour and pathos 
too, not least in one beautifully- 
handled scene between a wig 
maker (Frances de la Tour) and 
Collette’s patient, as they select 
a new do to replace the flowing 
locks lost to chemotherapy. 

Collette and Barrymore play 
best friends Milly and Jess, who 
met at school and have shared 
pivotal coming-of-age moments. 
Now 30-something and fabulous 
in radically different ways, the 
pals are braced for middle age. 

Milly is a PR executive with a 
handsome husband (Dominic 
Cooper) and two cherubic 
offspring. 

Bohemian earth mother Jess 
lives on a house boat with her 
oil rigger husband (Paddy 
Considine) and prepares for the 
arrival of their first child. 

Milly is diagnosed with cancer 


and has to confront her 
mortality. As usual, Jess is by 
her side every painful step, 
including a double mastectomy 
that forces Milly to question her 
femininity. 

Miss You Already is galvanised 
by believable screen chemistry 
shared by the two leads. Plotting 
is a tad haphazard and a 
protracted 250-mile trek to the 
Yorkshire Moors creates 
unnecessary conflict. 

Thankfully, though, 
screenwriter Banks redeems 
herself with a well-judged final 
act that tugs our heartstrings 
without feeling like we’re being 
shamelessly manipulated.

ONE moment in time, frozen on 
glossy photographic paper, can

Directed by Anton Corbijn, the 
celebrated Dutch photographer 
who made a seamless transition 
to celluloid with the 2007 biopic 
Control about Joy Division, Life 
is a handsome drama about one 
of these unsung heroes. 

In 1955 LA, photographer 
Dennis Stock (Robert Pattinson) 
struggles to fulfil work 
commitments and his 
responsibilities for a young son. 

At a party, Stock encounters 
an awkward 24-year-old called 
James Dean (Dane DeHaan) 
propping up the bar. 

The photographer proposes a 
photo essay in Life magazine, 
but the actor is reluctant. 

Stock persists, capturing one 
of the most famous shots of the 
leading man - Dean hunkering 
down with a cigarette as he 


Cake Bookworm 


Grief Is The Thing With Feathers by 
Max Porter, hardback by Faber 
& Faber, £10 (ebook £6.65) 

Like love, it's hard to describe grief 
without having known it. Max 
Porter is a rare wonder whose 
poetic characterisations in his debut 
novel show a deep understanding 
of human emotion. 

Porter's Grief Is A Thing With 
Feathers tells one family's journey 
through grief in three first-person 
narratives; that of Dad, of The Boys 
and of grief anthropomorphised as 
a crow who lives with them. 

The parties grapple with the idea 
of grief, as Crow visits the individu¬ 
als in very different ways. The boys 
express confusion as they discover 
black calling-card feathers on their 
pillows. Their father feels his spite¬ 
ful, incessant clawing and despairs 
as the bird mocks his sorrow. 

Porter creates a wonderfully rich 
scene that feels as though you are 
peering through a neighbour's 
window. He adeptly examines the 


way we understand grief and deal 
with loss over time in a beautifully 
bittersweet manner. A stunning 
examination of mourning, this is a 
difficult yet compelling read. 

The Moth Catcher by Ann 
Cleeves, hardback by Macmil¬ 
lan, £16.99 (ebook £6.59) 

Fat, middle-aged detective Vera 
Stanhope seems an unlikely hero¬ 
ine. But the dishevelled sleuth has 
won millions of fans through Ann 
Cleeves's gritty crime thrillers, and 
the TV adaptation starring Brenda 
Blethyn. In the seventh book, Vera 
is investigating a double murder in 
Northumberland. The victims make 
an unlikely pair, with one a gradu¬ 
ate and the other an older "grey 
man". There are no gimmicky plot 
devices here as Cleeves shows she 
is the master of innuendo, smooth 
prose and deeply drawn charac¬ 
ters. If there is a successor to Ruth 
Rendell's alter-ego Barbara Vine, it 
must surely be Ann Cleeves.

0-150,000 NEW AND USED CARS IN SECONDS 
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The trim 2015 Mazda MX-5 weighs in at 100k less than its predecessor

THERE might be limited leg 
room, but the Mazda MX-5 is 
a great value sports car. 

Light weight: it’s the holy grail 
of sports car design. Weighing 
100kg less than the old one, the 
fourth-generation MX-5 is all- 
new from the wheel nuts to the 
folding fabric roof, and there are 
new ‘SkyActiv’ engines of 1.5 
and 2.0 litres. 

Even the 1.5 has 129bhp, and 
in a car that weighs as little as 
975kg without the driver, the 
signs are promising. To be fair, 
the little Mazda’s visual ap¬ 
peal depends on the angle from 
which you’re looking. 

At one or two angles the bon¬ 
net looks odd, but from most 
viewpoints it’s a fantastic look¬ 
ing thing - lithe and small, tight¬ 
ly-packaged around a chassis 
no larger than that of its great¬ 
grandfather. 

The back lights are a mix of 
old BMW Z4 and new Jaguar F- 
Type, but the light signature at 
night is unmistakably unique. 
LED headlights are standard 
on every model to allow for the 
incredibly narrow, knife-sharp 
design. 

It’s shorter than before, so un¬ 
surprisingly the boot is smaller. 


But it’s more evenly-shaped than 
before and it’s deeper, with a 
narrower rectangular recess at 
the bottom to stop smaller bags 
moving too much. 

The cabin is small and six- 
footers may feel cramped, par¬ 
ticularly people with long legs. 
The lack of reach adjustment on 
the steering column is a niggle 
but for a 177cm-tall man, such as 
me, the driving position is pretty 
good anyway 

No other sports car feels so 
light, so responsive to throttle 
inputs through corners or so 
downright hop-skip-jump happy 

Bilstein dampers on this 2.0 


Sport model keep the tyres on 
the Tarmac without sagging in 
the corners, so a briskly-driven 
MX-5 flows beautifully over 
and along the road, rather than 
crashing through it. 

It’s so confidence-inspiring 
you’ll laugh out loud. 

At a little over £20,000, it’s 
about the best-value proper 
sports car on the market. And it 
comes with a soft-top. 

The jump to Sport, which 
brings loads of extra kit, is a 
hefty £2,600. This is as good a 
car to drive as you’ll find below 
£50,000, and you won’t lose your 
licence while enjoying it.
